REMARKS 



No claims have been amended or added. Claims 13, 16, 17, 19, 20, 41 and 42 
liave been canceled in order to simplify the issues for appeal.^ Claims 28, 30, 32, 33, 
35, 36, 38-40 and 43-46 remain in the application. Reexamination and reconsideration 
of the application, as amended, are respectfully requested. 

The following rejections have been rendered moot by the cancellation of claims 
13, 16, 17, 19, 20, 41 and 42: the rejection of claims 13, 16, 17, 19 and 20 under 35 
U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph; the rejection of claims 13, 16, 19 and 20 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102 as being anticipated by the Eggers '443 patent; the rejection of claim 17 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over the combined teachings of the Eggers '443 and 
Avitall '297 patents; and the rejection of claims 41 and 42 under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as 
being unpatentable over the combined teachings of the Eggers '443 and Desai '198 
patents. Accordingly, the amendment should be entered in accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 
1.116(a) and MPEP 714.12 and 714.13. 

It is respectfully submitted that the claims in the application patentably 
distinguish over the cited and applied references and are in condition for allowance for 
the reasons discussed in the response filed June 29, 2001. Reexamination and 
reconsideration of the application, as amended, are respectfully requested. Allowance 
of the claims at an early date is courteously solicited.
